Here, then, 
we have eight of the principal dual offi- 
cials in the Colony,—and several ques- 
tions patarally arise respecting them,— 
which the local and Federal Legislature 
will in all probability have to decide. 
For instance : shall we make an arrange- 
ment with the Federal Government to 
keep up the duel system or rot? Asa 
matter of economy is it desirable? Or 
will the coantry insist on the appoint- 
ment of a new bateb of Coonty Cvort 
Judges who are lawyers by profession ? 
Now, by some’ political legerdemsin, all 
our County Court Judges, thongh dis 
Giging the duties of a plurality of off- 
cers besides, have been handed over to 
the Federal Government. The object 
evidently was to perpetuate on the bench 
@ class of non-professional men as judges, 
—or to secore for them a pension ur some 
other office. We fear, however, that the 
temper of the country will as a whole be 
to the continuance of non- 
professsional men as jodges,—and con- 
sequently our dual officials will either 
have to be pensioned or provided for by 
some other means by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. It was possibly the intention 
. of the framers of the famous Civil List 


Act to keep them on ; for not a single |’ 


Gold Commissioner is pat in the schedale 
to the Act; and hence no pro- 
vision has been made by the local 
Government for that class of officers. 
There is one thiog, however. 
certain, that all the jodicial duties 
of sa Gold Commissioner may be 
performed by a County Court Judge ; 
and the mere ministerial duties, such as 
igsuing licenses, recording mining or land |°“ 
elaims, etc., may all be done by clerk- 
constables, Hence with the exception 
of a Stipendiary Magistrate at Victoria, 
and possibly Cariboo, as Police Judges, 


( there don’t seem to be much necessity for 


paid Magistrates in any other part of the 
colony. Now if the country should de- 
clare, as we believe it will, against non- 
professional meu sitting on the bench, 
the Federal Government will doubtless 
have to pessivn at lesst six out of the 
eight salaried Magistrates; and thus 
dual officialism will be at an end. So| 4 
far as the administrative duties of Ex- 
ecutive Councillor Hamley are concerned, 
it is presumable that he will, on the ar- 
rival of Gov.

The burri- 
cane deck was blown overboard, and fell over 
a large number of persons in the water, who 
were drowned, The front of the boiler was 
suddenly blown out, lodging in the bow, 30 
feet distant. The upper cabin was split in a 
thousand pieces; as an eye-witness expressed 
it, the furwurd part of the boat was lifted 50 
feet in the air; the smoke-stuck fell, and 
then everything was buried in the hold. 
Passengers, chairs, stools, borses, benches, 
und life preservers dropped iato. the hold 
fronting the huge bviler, which poured out 
youumes of steam. Many persous were blown 
overboard. Fathers and mothers hed their 
children blown from their arms. The water 
for an instant was alive with men, women 
and chiidren straggling for hfe. The after 
partot che boat, which escaped tue force of the 
explosion, would bave been safe for the unius 
juced,. but, panic stri-ken, they leaped over- 
voard witbout regard to consequences. Capt. 
Uliman, of the vew steamer Othello, seeing 
the. explosion, was promptly on band; and 
the fire alarm sounded. The barbor police 
voat came to the rescue, and gentlemen who 
were in row-bouts at the Battery helped to 
save the victims.

This very unsatisfactory result is due to 
various causes, of which the must prominent 
is the loss of property during the disturban- 
ces at Red River, which has affected the ac- 
counts to the amount of about £80,000. A 
claim for. compensation has been ptesented to 
her Majesty’s Government and the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada, and is sti!] 
under consideration ; bat as yet the Commit- 
tee have not received any satisfactory answer 
to the representations which they bave made 
upon this subject and upon the company’s 
claim to interest upon the purchase-money 
withheld by the Cominion from the Ist Dec- 
ember, 1869, tillthe Lith May, 1870. They 
have, therefore, no alternative for the present 
year vut to charge the fur trade with the loss 
which bas been sustained, trusting that it may 
be replaced in a future account, The other 
causes of the bad results of the outfit are the 
shortmess of the supply of furs received, whicb: 
no doubt may be attributed in some measure 
to thé disturbed state of the coustry, the 
general depression in thebusiness on the west 
coast of America, and losses sustained by de- 
preciation in the value of goods at some of 
the stations in British Columbia, from which 
the company bave withdrawn in consequence 
of the disadvantages under which they iabor- 
ed us compared with traders from the adjoin- 
ing territory, now under the Governnient of 
the United States. 


The questions which appear to be of the 
greatest importance to the company divide 
themselves into two clasees ; first—How can 
tbe tur trade be more profitably carried on? 
aud secondiy—In what other brancbes of bus- 
iness can the company engage with advant- 
uge, and how should they be conducted? ; 

As regards the fur trade, the com mittee see. 
reason to believe thas very great ecouomy 
may be effected by the introduction of stsam- 
ers upon some of the lakes and riversio the 
North-Wes' territory; by makiug a proger use 
of the railways now open, or sbortly to be 
opened ; by areduction in the staff of officer , 
avd:by analtyration of tbe present ey stem 16 
supplying them and their families with nro- 
visions, It is not necessary to enter into de-
